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a&ting contrary tothe Intereft of their Country; but 
that he had never heard a Man found fault with, for 
laying down one of the moft profitable Places of the 
Kingdom: That, for his own part, if he would have 
comply’d with fome Meafures, it had not been in the 
Power of any of the prefent Minifters to remoye 
him ; but that he had Reafons for refigning his Em- 
ployments, with which he had- acquainted his Maje- 
ity, and might perhaps, ina proper Time, declare them 
to the Houle, Inthe mean while the Tenour of his 
€ondué fhould thew, that he never intended to make 
the King uneafy, or to embarrafs his Affairs. He con- 
cluded with moving, that the Bill for redeeming the 
nor on Houfes, and other publick redeemable Funds, 
might be read a fecond Time; upon which Mr. Stan 
ope reprefented, that feveral Things in that Bill want- 
ed to amended and rettify’d, and therefore he 
mov’d, that the fecond Reading of it might be put of 
to the next Day Sen’night ; which was order'd accord- 
ingly. Mr. Stanbope likewife made ufe of that Op 
wee to take Notice to the Houfe, that he under 
ood it had been the common Practice of thofe con 
cern’d in the Adminiftration of the Treafury, to 
make Bargains for the Publick with the Governos 
and Directors of Companies, by which fome private 
Advantages were generally made: But that, im his 
inion, fuch Bargains ought to be made at theBar 
the Houfe, by the Reprefentatives of all the Com- 
mons of Greaz Britain; and if any Advantages 
could be made, the Publick ought to have the Bene- 
fit of them. 
. May 7. Mr. Lechmere reported the Addrefs to: his 
Majeity, (which fee in cur laft, Page 169) and after the 
Reading of it, Mr. Shippen mov'd to have it recommit- 
ted ; and that an Amerflment might be made to tht

sd A Mr, Stanhope, Mr. Robert Walpole, and Mr. 
aes which jaft Gentleman declar'd, That before 
the Difcovery of the late Swedifh Confpiracy, while 
he had the Hessotir to ferve his Majefty as Secretary 
at War, he had receiv'd fuch Directions as ihtew'd his 
Majefty’s Intentions, at that Time, to reduce ftill a 

ter Number of Forces, than was now propos’d ; 
and therefore he did not doubt but his Majeity would 
do it asfoon as the Safety of his Kingdoms would 
admit of it. He added, That, in his Opinion, the 
Nation had no Reafon to fear any Thing from an Ar- 
my, Who, for near thirty Years paft, had given fig- 
nal Proofs of their firm Adherence to the Proteftant 
Intereft, and of their Zeal to maintain the Liberties 
of their Country ; and that if there was any Danger 
at prefent, it was only from foreign Counfels, At 
length the Queftion being put upon Mr. shippen’s 
Motion, it was carry’d in the Negative by a Majority 
of 188 Voices againft $3. 

Ma 8. Mr. Pulteney acquainted the Houfe, That 
hewas apprehenfive of fome Mifmanagements, and

The Troops brought over their 
new Cloathing, which they put on after their Arri- 
val in Great Britain ; and this, with the 21 Days Pro- 
vifions, took bo a good Part of the Room in the 
Ships and occafion’d a greater Number of Tranfports 
to be employ’d. 

2. The Ships were hir’d in the Winter Seafon, at 
the ry ape of a Froft, and many loaded and 
bound for other Ports with Merchandizes, (but on 
at ape: aa to the Matters) were perfwaded 
to unload, and ferve on this Expedition. 

3. All the Tranfports were engag’d to fail to any 
Port of England, or Scotland, under Directions of 
the Convoys affign’d them, purfuant to Orders fent 
General Cadogan by the Lord Townfhend; for which 
Reafon (it may be obferv’d) there was a Neceflity of 
ihipping 21 Days Provifions on each Tranfport. 

4. The Exigency of Affairs in Great Britain, at 
that Time, requiring that the Troops fhould come 
over with the utmoit Expedition, (as appears by my 
Lord Townfbend’s Letters and Orders to General Cado- 
gan) the Perfons employ'd by the faid General, in Pur- 
fuance to the’ Direétions contain’d in the faid Letters 
tohim, were under a Neceflity of getting the Ships 
and Provifions ready in a very few Days; which the 
People at Offend and Bruges not being ignorant of, 
‘tis natural to fuppofe they made an ‘Advantage of 
that Neceffity, and rais’d the Prices of every Thing 
accordingly. ath 

s. This Account is increas’d by the Charge of 
tranfporting Stearne’s Regiment, with their Provifi- 
ons, which Regiment remain’d in Great Britain. 

On the other Hand. 

1. The faid Troops, at their Return, were extreamly 
leffen’d in their Numbers, by Death and Defertion, 
and were allow’d their contingent and extraordinary 
Expences’till their Embarkation, (which far exceeded 
the Extraordinaries paid forthem before they embark’d 
at Offend) and were fent back, fome with 10, and o- 
thers with 6 Days Provifions only. 

2. At the Return of the Troops, the Tranfport Ships 





were provided for them in ‘the Summer, and part of 


them 
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them went from the River, and the_reft. from Hulls: 
from whence to the Maefe, where they were to: lan 
*tis not above 2 or 3 Days Sail, and confequently : the 
Freight of each Man mutt coft lefs, and a lefs Cpa 
tity of Provifions was neceflary than from Offend)to; 
Edinburgh, which is near three Times farther tham 
from the River, or Hull, to the Maefe. 

By Lord Townfbend’s Letter, dated Ofobher 19,1915, 
Orders were fent to General Cadogan, to embark ‘the 
Troops without lofing one Moment of Time, and to; 
direst them to make the beft of their Way to the 
Mouth of the Humber, where they were to receive; 
farther Orders concerning the Place of their Landing; 
but by a fubfequent Letter, dated the 2qgth of Odober, 
1715, from Lord Townfhend, he was directed to fend, 
half of them to the Humber, and half to the River 
Thames, and accordingly he tranfmitted thofe Diresti- 
ons to the Perfons he employ'd at Offend ; which Per- 
fons made therefore a conditional Agreement with 
the Mafters of the Tranfports, that they thould be 
paid for the Troops they carry’d to the River, at the: 
Rate of 4 Guilders a Man, and for thofe to Hull, 10 
Guilders a Man; and it appears by the Account, that 
no more. is charg’d for the fame. Hut neverthelefs 
there was an ab{olute Neceffity. tor. putting a like 
Quantity of Provifions on Board all the {aid Ships,fince 
it appears, by the Tenour of the feveral Letters. from 
the Lord Zownfhend to General Cadogan, that the Ser- 
vice might have requir’d fending the whole Corps to 
the North; whichOrders for fending the whole Corpsto 
the North, were to have Leen follow’d, as appears by the 
Letter from Lord Townfbend,of the 28th of October, 17155 
if the Generals who commanded this Body, could not 
be prevail’d on to divide their Corps, which they were 
not perfwaded todo ‘till two Days before Sailing 

Confidering therefore how much greater the Dir 
ftance is from Offend to the Firth of Edinburgh, than 
either from the River or Hull, tothe Maefe, and that 
confequently above twice the Quantity of Provifions 
was abfolutely neceflary for the Troops.at their com. 
ing to Great Britain, than when they return’d to Hol- 
land; and that the Officers brought their Equipage, 
Tents, and every Thing neceffary for immediate Se- 
vice when they came to Great Britain, which they dif 

os’d of -betore they return’d to Holland, except fome 

addle-Horfes ; and that:the Cloathing of the Re 
giments 
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iments, which came.over in Jails, was deliver’d to 
Soldiers cap ey a in _ Britain; it 
lainly appears, that the Expence of bringing them 
Oe oe oo coft much oane than double che fend- 
ingthem back. It may likewife be ‘added, that the 
People at Offend and Bruges, and the Mafters of the 
Tranfports, knowing the Neceflity there was in fead- 
ing the Troops over in fo ihort a Time, made their 
Advantage of it, in raifing the Prices of Provifions 
and —— = grace 
It is objeSted, that there remain'd little or none of 
the Provifions put on Board at Offend, when the 
Troops arriv’d in Great Britain. To this ’tis anfwer'd, 
That the Perfons who put the Provifions. on, Board, 
and have prov’d proper Vouchers, are not an- 
fwerable for any Waite of the faid Provifions, or 
Neglect in taking Care of ‘them afterwards ;'and it is 
lkewife well known to all the World, that the 
Night after the Tran{ports put to Sea from Ofend, 
there arofefo terrible a Storm, that two of :the faid 
Tranfports were loft, though the People in them fav'd, 
andall the reft fo fcatter’d by the Violence of the 
Tempeft, that fome were drove into Harwich, fome 
to Dover, others to Yarmouth, fome to: Hult, fome -to 
Tyimouth, and fome few got to Edinburgh.; ‘fo that 
‘as natural to tuppote, either the Soldiers carry’d a- 
fhore the Remainder of the faid. Provifions, or the 
Mafters of the Tranfports kept them for their own 
Ufe after the Soldiers were landed, it not being pof- 
filleto have Perfons, in all the Places before-menti- 
ond, to receive what muft have remain’d of the faid 
Provifions. 
Be ce from the Letters from Lord Townjbend to 
Cadogan, and his Anfwers to Lord Town/bend, 
now kefore the Houfe, That the faid General Cadogan 
had no other Fart in this Tranfaction,thanas a Minilter, 
formaking the Treaty, raifingthe Money, and draw- 
ing the Bills, purfuant to the Directions he receiv’d 
from Lord oot oy in his Letter dated the sth of 
Ofober 1415 3 for fecuring Payment of which Bills,

After the Reading of the Papers that had been 
laid before the Houfe, Mr. Pulteney made + 
wherein he endeavour'd to thew, That there had been 
great Sums of Money embezil’d in this Expedition ; 
that he could not fix the Fraud upon any Body; but 
that it~ plainly appear’d, that the Sum. of 2oool. 
odd Money, was twice charg’d for the fame Service, 


viz. for tranfporting the Dutch Forces into Great Bri- 
tain, This'was anfwer’d by Mr. Craggs, Sectetasy at 
War, who, in particulary thew'd the -Reafon wh 
the refpective Sums of 2045/. and 2061 /. were charg’ 
for Tranfports, as the fame is accounted for in 
Cafe above-mention’d. Onthe other Hand, Lieute- 
nant-General Maccartney, who had affifted the Lord 
Caddgan in taking Care of the Marching and Embatka 
tion of the Dutch Troops, being examin’d at the Bar, 
wouch’d féveral Particulars en to the Provifions 
and Tranfports. But neverthelels, Mr. Robert Wal 
pole, Mr. Shippen, Mr Smith, and fome others, main- 
tain’d Mr. Picdieney’s Affertion, with a great deal of 
a _e made fevere preg eneny | the ney 
¢ ‘d in bringing over the Dutch Troops. 
ae cating, Mr. , Srey General Stanhope, Mr. 
Hampden, Six Fofeph Fekyl, Six William Thompfon, and 
Mr. Aiflabie, fpoke in Vindication of my Lord Cado- 
gan. Mr. Robert Walpole fupported Mr. Pulteneys 
Charge with much Vehemence, and at two different 
Times, fpoke near the Space of two Hours, and 
ftrain’d his Voice to that degree, that he was taken 
witha violent Bleeding at the Nofe, which oblige 
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him to goout of the Houfe; but came back before 
the Queftion was aap The main Strefs of his Rea- 
foning was, That by the Papers that had been read, 
there was an apparent Fraud ; tho’ he could not fay, 
put that ir might afterwards appear otherwife ; and he 
could not tell, but that my Lord Cadogan might pro- 
duce other Evidence to prove his Innocency : Where- 
upon Sir Fofeph Fekyl took Notice of the {nconfiften- 
cy of his Argument ; for if the Fraud was apparent, 
it was confequently real ; and if fuch, it was impoffi- 
he to appear otherwife, and confequently for the 
Perfon on whom the Fraud was laid, to prove him- 
ff innocent; but that, in his Opinion, neither 
was there any apparent Fraud, nor, if there were, 
could it, with any juftice or quity, be charg’d on 
my Lord Cadogan, who, in allthis Affair, acted only 
as apublick Minifter, and not either as a Comman- 
der, or an Agent; conduding with fome Praifes on 
his Lordfhip, who, in Militiary Affairs, held the 
fecond Ranke next to that Great Man to whom every 
Body allow'd the firft. Mr. Lechmere likewife di- 








finguifh'd himfelf on this Occafion; and, among 
other Things, urg’d, That this Enquiry was altoge- 
ther frivolous and groundlefs: That asit was the Re- 


fult of Party Pique and Malice, fo it had no other 
View than to blacken and afperfe a Perfon whofe 
greateft Crime was, that he had real bright Quili- 
ties, that drown’d the Tinfel Merit of others. That 
this Enquiry was of the fame Nature with thofe that 
had formerly been fet on foot againft the Duke of 
Marlborough, the Lord Town/bend, and an honourable 
Member of that Houfe; and, he hop’d, would have 
thefame End. That it look’d very itrange, that the 
Perfons who now appear’d the hotteft in this Enqui- 
»thould have been filent about thefe pretended 

rauds while they were in Place: But that it was {till 

more furprizing to hear them exclaim, with fo much 
Rancour and Bitternefs, againft a noble Lord, ot 
whom they had been heard to fay, That the fpeedy 
uppreffing of the Rebellion in Scotland, was, under 
God, owing to his Activity and Indefatigableneis ; 
and that if another General had had the Manage- 
ment of that Affair, he would have made it a ten 
ears War, But what was moft remarkable in thts 

ay’s Debate, was, that contrary to the general Ex- 

pectation, Mr, Hungerford {poke in favour of my Lord 
G g2 Cadogan, 
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Cadogan, and faid, He wonder’d there was fo much 
Noife made about a Dutch Reckoning; that by all 
that had been laid before them, the Lord Cadogan ap- 
‘d very innocent; and therefore he thought he 
veferv'd rather the Praife, than the Cenfure of the 
Houfe. After both Parties had maintain’d the Con- 
fli&t *till near eight a Clock im the Evening, Gene- 
ral Stanhope, in order to let the Bufinefs drop, mov’d, 
That the Chairman Jeave the Chair: Which, upon 
the Queftion being put, was carry’d in the Affirma- 
tive by 204 Voices againft 194. This was look’d 
on as a great Victory on the Court Side ; for had the 
Tories andtheir new Allies (as Mr. Shippen was pleas’d 
to call them) gain’d their Point, it was apprehended, 
that they defign’d not only to have pafs'd a Cenfure 
upon my Lord Cadogan, but alfo to have carry’d the 
Enquiry farther, that they might have had an Opportu- 
nity to return Thanks to his Rival in the BufinefS of 
Scotland.

This Family, or Clan, of the Name of Gregour, had 
been in Rebellion in the Time of King pan, Kiog 
arles’s 
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Charles’s Father, and was reduc’d; but on the Death 
of King James they took up Arms again, not fo much 
upon any State-Account, or for Redrefs of Grievances, 
or the like, as to plunder and raife Booty upon the 
Low-lands, and injure the Country. On this Account, 
no doubt, they merited Puniihment; but as to pu- 
nifhing their Pofterity, that we can fay little to but 
this, That fuch was the Cuftom in that Country. 
it feems, the famous Ro. Roy, who is now up in 
Arms, is one of the Name of M’Gregour, which per- 
haps has reviy’d the Memory of the ‘Sins of -his 
Anceftors; but be that as it will, the Act of Parlia- 
ment, juft as it was pafs’d in the Scotifh Way of 
Speech, is very‘well worth reprinting, not only as 
a Piece of Brit Antiquity, but as fuch an Inftance 
of Northern juftice, as England has very rarely, if 
ever feen the like of, inafmuch as it inflicts a Punith- 
ment on the Children for the Fathers Tranfgreffion, 
even beyond the’ third and fourth Generation,

UR Sovereign Lord, and three Eftates of this

Hague, between the Marquefs de Chateauneuf, Embal- 
fador of Franae, (who, by Order of the Duke Regent 
of that ee a&ted as Mediator) the Deputies of 
the States General, and the Briti Envoy ; this lat 
propos’d an Expedient, which the States highly ap- 

rov'd of, and which thew’'d the fincere Intentions of 
Tis Britannick Majefty, to terminate in a friendly 
Manner this Mifunderftanding with Sweden. This 
Expedient was, That the Mediator (the Duke of Or. 
leans) fhould, make a Declaration to his Britannick 
-“Majefty, that the King of Sweden had not been privy 
to the Intyigues his faid Minifters had carry’d on 
.againit the King of Great Britain. \n Purfuance of 
this Propofal, which was agreed to on ail Hands, 
“Monfieur d'Ié+erville, Envoy Extraordinary of France, 
about the Beginning of Fu/y laft, prefented the fol- 
Jowing Declaration of the Duke Regent upon tha 
Subject. 


a IS Royal Highnefs has feen, with great Satis- 
faction, that the Care he has employ'd in the 
King’s Name, for preventing the Confequences of 
what has pafs’d with Refpeé to the Count dy Gyller- 
borg and Baron Gortz, Minifters of the King of Swe 
den, has not been fruitle!s ; fecing that his good Offi- 
ces have been equally admitted by his Britannick and 
his Swed: Mayeity. 

His Royal HighnefS being inftruéted of the true 
Difpofitions of the King of sweden, by the Difpatches 
of the Count de la Mag, confirm’d by the Affurances 
of the Sieur Cromftroom, Envoy Extraordinary of that 
Prince to the King ; he has order’d the Sieur d’Ibhe- 
ville to give the prefent Declaration to the King of 
Great Britain, and to affure his Britsmnick Majefty in 
his Name, that the King of Sweden neyer had, nor 
has yet any Intention to trouble the Tranquility of 
Great Britain ; that he did not enter into any of the 
Defigns attributed to his Minifters ; that that Prince 
jhould look upon, as a Thing injurious to him, the 
meer Sufpicion that he had had any Part in fuch Pro- 
jects; that he propofes, when his Minifters are: re- 

turn 
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turn’d Home’ to him, to examine their Conduct, in 
order to do Juftice upon them, if they have abus’d 
their Character. : 

After the prefent Declaration, his Royal Highnefs 
hopesy that the King of Great Britain will be willing 
to take the Refolution of fending back the Sieur de 
Gyllenborg to the King his Mafter, upon the Engage- 
ment he makes, that the Sieur Fack/on will alfo be fet 
at Liberty without any Delay. 

And as the King of Great Britain has been pleas’d 
to acknowledge to his Royal Highnefs, that out of 
Regard to him and their High-Mightinefles the States 
General of the United Provinces, he ihould not re- 
fule to confent, that the Baron de Gortz fhould alfo be 
fet at Liberty; he is perfwaded, that his Britannick 
Majefty will defer no longer to explain alfo his In- 
tentions thereupon. 


No fooner was this Declaration deliver’d, than the 
Count de Gyllendorg was brought from Plymouth to 
London, and from thence convey to Harwich, where 
he was put on Board an Englifp Frigate to be tranf- 

rted' to Stockholm, to be exchang’d for the Britifh 

\efident Mr. Fackfan. It was likewife refolv’d in 
Holland, that Baron Gortz fhould be fent by Sea to 
Sweden; but while this was concerting at the Hague, 
by the Mediation of the French Embatfador, the States 
of Guelderland, by their own Authority, and without 

the Confent of any other Province, or of the States 

General, fet Baron Gortz at Liberty, upon no other 

Security than the Parole given by ount Reventlau, 

Minifter of Holffein, that the faid Baron fhould im- 
. mediately depart for Sweden ; but the Baron went to 

Zutphen, where he ftill continues. Mean while, the 

Britifh Envoy and the French Embaffador made loud 

Spaleians of this Proceeding of the States of Guel- 

rland, 
We will conclude our domeftick Affairs with the

F fuch Perfons as have diftinguifh’d themfelves in an 
extraordinary Manner by the Arts either of War or 
Peace, are fit to be advanc’d to the chief Honours in 
the State, we have juft Reaion to chufe into the Num- 
ber of the Peers ot our Kingdom, James Stanhope, tirft 
Liz Commiflioner 
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Commiffioner of our Treafury, whovis fo remarkably 





eminent for both. -Having pafs’d his Youth in ae 


and been rais’d by Degrees thro’ a long Courfe 
Offices and Employments, he came at laft to command 
in chief, with great Applaufe, the Briti/> Forces which 
carry’d on the War in Spain. Tis doubtful whether 
he moft fignaliz’d himfelf by his Courage, which 
terrify'd the Hearts of the Enemy, or by his Affabi- 
lity and. good Nature, which gain’d him thofe of his 
own Men, or by the Firmnefs of his Mind, which 
buoy’d up thofe of the Confederates. Twice he en- 
gao’d the Enemy’s Army with great Bravery, when 
with equal Virtue he, as a moft valiant Commander, 
routed their Troops, and as 2 difinterefted Conqueror 
defpis'd the Spoil. Making a Defcent on the I 

of Minorca, he forc’d the Iefieg’d to a fpeedy Surren- 
der, after having loft a Brother, who diftinguith’d 
himfelf in that Service. When the publick Affairs of 
State were chang’d, he was always the fame, and 
preferving an inviolable Fidelity to his Country, be- 
came no lefs eminent at Home, as a good Patriot, 
than he had been Abroad, as an indefatigable Soldier.

N the 27th of uguft the Parliament met; and 
O the Duke of Bolton, Lord Lieutenant, went in 
the ufual State to the Houfe of Peers, whither the 
Commons being fent for up, his Excellency made the 
following Speech to both Houfes: 


My Lords and Gentlemen, 
H 1S Majefty has commanded me to acquaint you, 

that itis to his great Satisfaction, your prefent 
Meeting in Parliament is in a Time of ‘publick Peace 
and Tranquility, and aftcr the entire Suppreflion of 
the late unnatural Rebellion, which your feafonable 
Loyalty and Zeal, not only kept out of this Kingdom, 
but contributed likewife to extinguiih in Great Bri- 
tain As the Miferies this Nation hath heretofore 
experienc’'d from a ty ae Government, could not but 
animate you to diftinguith your felves on that Occa- 
fion; you may be affur'd, that his Majefty will make 
fuitable Returns to fuch Inftances of your Duty and 
Affection, by fupporting and maintaining you in the 
full and free Enjoyment of all your religious and 
avil Rights. 

Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commons, 

Your vigorous Refolutions, added to your Vote of 
Credit in the late critical Jundiure, were fo acceptable to 
his Majefty, that tho’ he has, by his A&t of Grace, par- 
don’d thofe who were engag’d in the late Rebellion, he 
will always remember the loyal and affectionate En- 
deavours of fuch who were fo active to defeat it. 

You muft be fenfible, that the Charge occafion’d 
by thofe Difturbances, ‘has confiderably augmented 
the national Debt, which has been chiefly incurr’d 
fince that Time; an exaét and juft Account of which, 
and of what it confifts, ihall be Jaid before you. 
And Iam to acquaint you, that his Majefty, to pre- 
vent its Increafe, has given Orders for fuch Re- 
ducions in the military Lift, as he thinks may be 
confiftent with your prefent Security; and has put 
the new Eftabliihment into fuch a Form, as will thew 
you the real Number of effective Men you have to

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de end on. His Majefty has likewife thought fit to | 


leflen the civil Lift, on the Head of Penfions, and 
has directed fuch Rules to be obferv’a, as may annu- 
ally abate the Expence upon them : But as the yearly 
Charge of the Eftabliihment exceeds the annual Pro- 
duce of the Revenue, his Majefty doubts not to have 
fach Aids and Supplies granted him, as will fupport 
the Eftablithment, and difcharge the Debt ; and that 


ou will agree on the Means of doing it with the’, 


fame Unanimity, as you did when it was neceflary to 
contract it. 
My Lords and Gentlemen, 

Ithink my felf oblig'd to take Notice to you, of 
his Majefty’s great Goodnefs, in having lately pafs'd 
an Aéct in the Parliament of Great Britain, for the 
Encouragement of the Linnen Manufacture in this 
Kingdom. And am commanded by his Maiefty, to 
recommend to you, in a very particular Manner, 
Unanimity and Agreement amongft your felves, in 
all your Proceedings, which his Mayjefty conceives

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Continuation of the War between the Emperor and 
the Turks : Or, a Relation of the Campaign in 
Hungary. 


W E fhall begin this Article with the Arrival of 


Prince Eugene of Savoy at Futach, the Place 
pa for the general Rendezvous of the Impe- 
rial Army, where his pees join’d them on the 
2ift of May, N.S. and having made the neceflary 
Difpofitions to enter upon Action, he broke up from 
thence on June 9, and the next Day advanc'd to /ilone, 
near Titul, where he immediately caus’d his Cavalry to 
pafs the Theyffe ; they were follow’d by the Infantry 
the next Morning, and by the Baggaye in the After- 


‘noon, fo that his whole Army, confifting of 73 Bat- 
‘talions and 37 Squadrons, encamp’d that Night be- 


tween Titul and Segeth, on the other Side of the They//z, 
where they refted the r2th, Prigce Engene decamp'd 
the next Day, and, with Diffi enough, pafs'd a 
Branch of the Temes, that comes out of the Lake of Teme/~ 
waer, The rq4th he advanc'd near Ranzova,and the next 
Day to the Camp of Count Merci, a little below that 
Place. This Camp confifted of about the fame Num- 
ber of Men as the Army commanded by Prince £u- 
gene. Thefe two Armies being joyn’d, 15000 Men 
were put on Board ——_ Number of Barks, which 
Count Merci had° led for that Purpofe, and 
pafs'd the Danube without any Oppofition. Count 


- Merci was the firft Man who landed on the other Side ; 


and as fodn as his Forces were on Shore, the Barks 
were fent back to bring over 15000 Men more, -under 


the d of General Heifer, who landed like- 
wife withoyt Oppofition. the firft. Tranfport 
a 
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was about the Middle of the River, a Signal was 
made by firing a Gannon, upon which all the Drums 
in the Army began to “beat; and the Turks, who, to 
the Number of 50200 Men, were pofted on the otlier 
Side of the Danvbe, feeing no Preparations made for 
laying a Bridge, thought themfelves very fecure, not 
imigining that the Imperialifiss would venture to 

afs fuch a River in Jidats; but when they faw the 
Traps landed, they ran away in the utmoft Confter- 
nation, fome towards Belgrade, and others towards the 
Motntains. Prince Eugene gave Orders immediately 
to prepare a Bridge of Boats, which being perfected 
on the 46th in the Morning, the Cavalry and Artille- 
ymarch'd over, and having join’d the Troops that 
pafsid the Donube- the Day ‘before,’ the whole Army 
was form’d anew upon the Heights of Vifinza, about 
a League and a Half below Belgrade; which laft 
Place was invefted the r&th, by all the Carabineers, 
Horfe-Grenadiers, and 8 Regiments of Huflars, under 
the Command of General Palf. The following Ac 
count of that FortrefS will, we hope, be acceptable to 
our Readers. 

Belgrade, «lba Graca, or Alba Bulgarica, is calld 
by the-Gei mans, Greek-Weiffenburz, and by the Hungi- 
rians, Nander- Alba, Vt is a City of Hungary, in the 
Country ‘call'd Rafcia. “It ftands a little below the 
Confluence of the Save and the Danube, about 10 
Miles $. E. from Semlin= and 60 S. W. trom Teme/waer. 
It is confiderable for its Greatnefs, and by its Situa- 
tion upon a Hill, which renders it extraordinary 
ftrong. Some takegit for the old Taurinum ; but that 
was too far from th® Canfluence of the Save and Da- 
mube, to be the fame with Belgrade; there is more 
Likelihood that the later being increas'd by the Ru- 
«ins of the other, its Neighbourhood made it be taken 
forthe fame City. ’Tis very well feated tor Trade, 
becaufe of the Danube, Save, Drave, They/fe, and other 
navigable Rivers, by which they. convey Goods to 
and from the Neighbouring Countries ; accordingly 
jt is the chief Mart in thofe Parts; the Merchants, of 
Vienna, Ragufa, &c. have Factories there; and the 
Armenians and Fews are fo numerous, that the former 
havea’ Church, and the later a Synagogue in the 
Flace. The Danube; tho’ very broad here, ‘is fo rapid, 
that it:does: not mix with the Ssve, whofe Water 
being’greenith, is eafily diflinguith’d by its Colon! 
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from that of the;,Danube, fora confiderable Way. 
The City is large, but not well built; and their Shops 
are fmall, where the People fit upon Tables, and fel! 
their Goods out at the Windows and Doors; feldom 
faftering their Cuftomers to go in: But they have two 
large Befaftans, or Exchanges, built ¢rofs-wife, with 
Walks within for their beft Commodities ; and: two 
other Exchanges 0° Stone, that have two Rows of 
Pillars over one: another, There is likewife a ftarely 
Caravanfera, gx-{nn, lately built by a Grand Vifier, 
and a College for Students. This City was formerly 
the Bulwark of Hungary. Amurath 1, Emperor of 
the Turks, loit a victorious Army in 1439; and his Son, 
Mahomet Il, loft another Army of 250000 Men before 
itin 1456, which the brave Hwniades ruin’d by this 
Stratagem : He fuffer da Party of the Turks to enter 
the Town, and whilft they were plundering, fally’d 
out, took their Cannon, and turi’d\’em againft them, 
kill'd qoooo of them, and forc’d thé reft to an in- 
glorious Flight, leaving all their Baggage and Ammiit- 
nition behind. In 1521, Soliman the Magnificent took 
it, after two Months Siege, Lew# King of Hungary 
being then but «5 Yearsof Age, and the orher Chri- 
ftian Princes being engag’l in-a niutual War. It was 
for many Years after neglected by the Turks; but in 
1686 they began to re-fortify it, atter'the LofS of Buds. 
In 1088 the Emperor fent the Duke of Bavaria a- 
ainft it with a potent Army.; He forc’d his Way over 
L- Save Auguft 8, and defeated Godo of the beft of 
the Tukifp Troops; on the soth he march’d towards 
‘Pelgrade, whereupon.the Turks fepFire to che Jower 
Town, and abandon’d it, tho’ they’ had z0c00 Men 
incamp’d, and a {trong Work which reach’d from 
the Town tothe Save. An old Baffa was left to com- 
mand the upper Town and Caftle. On the 12th the 
Chriftians began their Approaches, the Turks making 
a vigorous Defence; but Breaches being made, the 
Chriftiins ftorm’d it thrice ‘ucceflively on the 16th of 
September, and at the third Affaule- enter’d the Place, 
_ putting all to the Sword at firft, fo that there were 
above jooo kill’d and thrown into the Save; but the 
Baffa and about 3000 more obtain’d Quarter, having 
chain’d 2co Chriftian Slaves, whom they fet betwixt 
them and the Imperialifts, to put a-ftop to the Fury 
of the Soldiers, There were yo Pieces of Cannon, 
with a vaft deal of Plunder, found in the Places, = 
the 
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the Inhabitants liad been removing their Effeéts a long 
Time, and 1009 Boats went down the River, the Day 
before the lower ce was burnt; The Chriftians 
had but gooo Men, kill’d and wounded in the Siege: 
In 1690, the Empéror being attack’d by the French 
King, the Prime Vifier fer down before Belgrade; 
Odober 2, With 69000 Men; the Garrifon being ¢ooo 
ftrong, we'l provided, made a gallant Defence, and 
kill’d Abundance of ‘Turks ;‘ but on the 8th a Bomb 
falling into the Magazine blew it up, with 1700 Ger- 
mans going to mount the Guard; the Blow threw 
down fart of the Walls, and fill’d the Ditches, fo 
that the Enemy enter’d by whole Squadrons, puttin 
all to the Sword. The Fire deftroy’d the Town a 
Caftle, and only the Governor with 300 of the Gar- 
rifon efcap’d. He was afterwards brought to his Tryal 
for not having done his Part, but acquitted: Since 
that Time the Zurks have re-fortify’d it: This Place 
was befieg’d again by the Imperial Army, who open’d 
Trenches before it on the 13th of duguft 1693 
under the Command of the Duke of Croy, and con. 
tinu’d the Siege with good Succefs ‘till the 7th of 
September following, when failing in the general At 
fault_made upon the Counterfcarp, and underftand- 
the Grand Vifier, with 80000 Men, was marching up 
to the Relief of it, they drew off on the roth with- 
out Moleftation, and made a fafe Retreat. 

We now return to the Siege of this im nt For 
trefs, in our Relation of which, we thall beas thor 
as poflible, and not amufe our Readers with a parti- 
cular Diary of every little AGtion that pafs’d in the 

rfeveral Sallies the Garrifon made, none of which were 
very confiderable, Prince Eugene never having open’d 
any Trenches betore the Place; but, forefeeing 
-that the Turks would venture a Battel to relieve it, ap- 
ly’d himfelf chiefly to fortify his Camp in fuch-2 
mner,'.as might put him in a Condition to cope 
with an.Army much fuperior in Number of Troops to 
hisown. Accordingly, on the 26th of June he be- 
gan to caft up Lines of Circumvallation and Con- 
travallation, and to fortify his Camp with Intrench- 
ments, Redoubrs, and other Works,’ that it look’d 
rather like a Fortrefs, than an Incampment of Troops 
that were laying Siege to a Town. The Line at the 
Front of his Camp, which look’d towards Sines 


was 16 Foot wide and 8 deep; arid ‘being a 
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py all the Field-pieces of his Army, planted at regular 
Diftances, wasan Ornament as well as Security to 
his Camp. Thus he lay behind his Intrenchments 
receiving every Day freih Advices of the March of 
the Grand Vifier with an Atmy of near 200000 Men, 
that were advancing. to attack him; whereas ‘his 
whole Army confifted but of 74 Battalions of Foot, 
203 Squadrons of Horfe and Dragoons, and 25 of 
Huflars : Befides, in the befieg’d Town, there were 
15000 Janifaries, and about half: that Number of 
Spahi’s and. Tartats. At length, on the 28th of Fuly, 
fome Hundreds of Turkifs Horle’appear’d within Sight 
of his Army, to take a View of his Camp; thus, for 
feveral Days together, did the Enemy view his In- 
trenchments, and the Prince daily expected to be at- 
tack’d; but the Grand Vifier thought better of it, 
and refolv'd to befiege the Germans in Form, as they 
had befieg’d the Town; accordingly he open’d 
Trenches, rais’d Batteries, and cannonaded them with 
reat Fury. Some Days pafs’d in this Manner, ‘till the 
Turks had advanc’d their Approaches very near the 
Intrenchments ot the Germans, infomuch that Prince 
Eugene finding his Camp grow too. hot for him, re- 
folv’d to attack the Enemy. Accordingly, on the 
isth of Auguf, atthree in the Afternoon, all the Ge- 
neral Officers of his Army were fummon'd to his 
Quarters, not to give their Advice in this Exigency, 
as they. expected, but to receive Ordets tor the Dil 
fition and March of their Trodps, to attack the 
Enemy that very Night, or by Break of Day the next 
Morning. A Copy of thefe Orders was deliver’d to - 
each General Officer in Writing, and in Purfuance of 
them the Troops were difpos’d ini the following Man 
ner.. One half of the Cavalry, conimanded'by Field- 
Marfhal Pal, and the General of the Horfe Count 
Merci, made two Lines on the Riglit, and march’d 
out before Midnight :. The other half of the Cavalry, 
commanded by the Getierals Martigni and Moncecucn- 
di, march’d out at the fame Time. The Foot, com- 
fmanded in the Centre by Prince Mexander, on the 
Right by Count “Maximilian of Staremberg, and on 
the Left by General Harach, began to move out foon 
after Midnight, che firft Lite confifting of 30 Barta- 
lions, thefecond of 22, A ftrong Body of Men was 
lett in the Camp to obferve the Garrifon. It was in- 
tended that bech Wig fhould attack at the fame 
‘ n 


ime,

Time, before the Zurks had any Notice of their De- 
fien : But while the Prince himfelf was forming on 
the Left, he heard great Firing on his Right, and 
found that General Palf had already begun the Attack; 
upon which he was forc'd to attack likewife, it being 
then between 4 and 5 aClock in the Morning of the 
16th. The Janifaries defended themfelves with great 
Bravery, and repuls’d the Imperialifts in their firt 
Attack ; hut they returning a fecond Time, beat the 
Turks from their firft Intrenchment, and after having 
form’d again, advanc’d regularly to the fecond with- 
out firing a Mutket, till they came within ten Paces 
of the Enemy, who did not defend their fecond In- 
trenchment fo well as their firft, fo that the Imperia- 
lifts made themfelves Mafters of it in lefs Time ; and, 
in fhort, beat them from all their Intrenchments one 
after another, as well as from feveral Coupures, with 
which the Zurks had fortify’d their Camp, tho’ they 
ain’d them only one by one, the Infidels making 

cme Refiftance at each of them ; fo that the Imperi- 
alifts advanc’d ftep by ftep-againft the Enemy, who 
made every where a terrible Fire. At length, after 
a Difpute of about fix Hours, Victory began to de- 
clare for the Germans, who then puth’d the Enemy 
onall Sides. The laft Stand they made was at theif 
Great Battery, but, after fome Refiftance there; they 
were all put to the Rout, leaving behind them their 
Camp, Baggage, Ammunition, and Artillery. Though 
this Action lafted very long, the Lofs on the Gerum 
Side was not great in Proportion to the Length of the 
. Fight, which is atcributed to a Fog that was fo thick, 
_ ‘and lafted *till between fix and feven in the Morning, 
that no body could fee ten Yards off; for which Ree 
fon the Garrifon made no Sally during the Fight.. In 
the Tu kifo Camp were found r31 Pieces of Brafs Can- 
non, 37 Mortars, with a great Number of Bullets, 
Bombs, Grenadoes, and a good Quantity of Powder. 
‘The Imperialifis took likewife 52 Colours, and 9 
Horfe-Tails, with other military Trophies ; and their 
Lofs in the Battel, according to a Lift printed at Vi- 
enn1, was as follows. Kill’d, the Generals Hauben, 
Dablberg, and Lobcowitz, 3 Lieutenant-Colonels, 1 
Major, 22 —- 21 Lieutenants, 15 Enfigns and 
Cornets, 1 Adjutant, 13 Serjeants, 14 Drummers and 
Trumpeters, 21 Subaltern Officers, 45 Corporals, and 
1887 private Soldiers; in all 2046. Wounded, 2 =f 
nerals, 
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nerals, viz. Contrecourt and Rothenham, 1 Colonel, 3 
Lieutenant-Colonels, 6 Majors, 34 Captains, 3z En- 
figns and Cornets, zo Serjeants, 6 ed and 
Trumpeters, £17 Subaltern Officers, 71 Corporals, and 
1358 private Soldiers; in all 1650. The Lofs of the 
Tuxks on the Field of Battel was 15000 Men. 

This Battel having been fought on che 16th, the 
next Day about Noon the Garrifon hung out a white 
Flag, and defir’d to capitulate; but as they infifted 
upon fome Demands, efpecially upon keeping their 
naval Armament, the Imperialifts began to fire again 
upon the Town. However, the next Day in the 
Morning, there was a Parle between them and the 
Turkifp Deputies, and thefe lat were told very plainly 
what Terms they were to expect, and had an Hour 
given them to confider of them, In ihort, the follow 
ing Capitulation was fign’d the fame Day.

TV. And forafmuchas great Part of the Garrifon 
muft take their Way by Water, and his moft Serene 
Highnefs Prince Eugene of Savoy will perhaps make 
fome Difficulty of granting them Priganes. Saiques, and 
other Veffels, which they might otherwife ufe ; his 
Highnefs is earneftly intreated to grant atleaft fuch 
Veffels as cannot be of Service to him in the 
War, and are only fit to tranfport them on this Occa- 
fion, and even to add to them fome German Veflels, 
tofupply what are wanting; But in cafe his faid 
Highneds will not grant the {aid Veffels, on Account 
of the Cannon that are on board them, they offer to 
take them out, with what other Things there are, 
to the End their Departure may not be delay‘;

In Purfirance of this Capitulation, three Battalions 
of Imperialifts took Poffeffion of a Gate on the roth, 
and 20 Companies of Grenadiers and 22 Bartalions 
were pofied in the Outworks. The next Day the 
Garrifon deliver'd up the Prifoners and Deferters, and. 
on the 22d march'd out of the Town, and the Lmpe- 
rialifts took Poffeflion of it. 

The fpeedy Surrender of this Place was the Effet 
of the Defeat ot the great Army which came to relieve 
it, not of any Extremity the Garrifon was reduc’d to; 
for it confified ftilk of 2coom Men fit for Service, and 
had fufficient Magazines of Ammunition and Provi- 
fions to lafi them fome Months longer; but they 1a 
ther chofe to fave their Lives and the befk of their 
Effects, by yielding in good Time, than to hazard 
the Lots of all by an obstinate Defence atter they 
could no longer hope for Succour; Part of the-Gartt- 
fon being Inhabitangs of the Place. ‘Thus 7a 
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Eugene acquir’d for the Emperor_one of the ttrongeit 
Forweffes in Europe in fuch a Condition that ic was 
already provided againft a Siege. The Imperiali(ts 
found in the Town 115 brafs Guns and go Mortars ; 
and in the Ifland and an board the Shipping, 77 Beal 
and 111 Iron Guns. 





To this Account of the Defeat of the Ostoman Ar- 
my and of the taking of Belgrade, we will infert an 
intercepted Letter from Cara Hu/fan, Secretary to the 
Vifier who commanded the Jurkif/ Army, dated at 
Semendria the Midnight after the Battel, and written 
toa Friend of his at Nif7. This Letter fufficiently 
— the Defeat of the Zurkifd Army, and is as 
ollows. 


T HOU haft, without Queftion, committed to thy 
Memory the remarkable Expreflion of the King 
of Perfia, who admiring Alexander the Greek’s Virtue, 
with’d, If it were the Fleafure of the Gods to deprive him 
of bis Empire, they would tranfer it to none but Alexan- 
er. Were it not for his Infidelity, Sultan Achmet

asa Hero hardly to be parailel’d, unlefs in the Hiftory 
of our invincible Emperors. To him we may attri- 
bute the Lofs of one of the longeft difpured Battels 
thou ever heard'ft of, which hath juft brought me to 
this Place, fatigu’d even to Death. The Infidels this 
Morning” before Day attack’d the Camp of the True 
Believers ; and our faniaries ftruggled hard for Vi- 
Gory ’till the Sun had run above half his Courfe: 
But all the Plagues of the Arabian Hereticks light 
upon the Spahi's of the Sub/ime Porte, for their Cow- 
ardice manitefted in flying at the Enemy’s firft Onfet. 
Thou canft not, at the fame Time, conceive too great 
an Opinion of the German Spahi’s, who ftood fuffici- 
‘ently by their Janizaries, The invincible Vifier fought 
likea true Muffulman ; but at laft perceiving the ‘ja- 
nizaries every where give Ground, he put Rimfelf at 
their Head, and fled, not unlike to the Roman Cap- 
‘tain of old, who did fo upon a Defeat, because iz 
frould vather be faid the Roman Soldiery follow’d their 
Commander, than that they ran away. _How many Be- 
lievers Souls the bad Succefs of this Day hath fent to 


eat Fruit with our Prophet Mahomet, and to drink

out of his Cryftal Fountain, it is impoffible for meé 
totell thee. Only this, thou mayit be affur’d, is my 
Comfort, that the Power of our Great Monarch can- 
not be fhaken, without the entire Subverfion of the 
World. It is therefore the Duty of every Muffulman 
to do all he can forthe Advantage of the invincible 
Sultan Achmet, before whom | pray that all the In- 
fidels may yet be brought to bow the Knee, and that 
none may breathe, who do not enjoy their Lives by 
an Effect of his Clemency. 





We will conclude this Article of the Affairs of Ger 
many with the following Imperial Edict for eftablith- 
ing a Free Port and Navigation in the Adriatick Sea.

Further- 
more we declare, that all fuch who will at prefent, 
or in Time to come, fubmit to our Authority, and 
aflift us to eftablith a Free Trade in the faid Sea, which 
we have hereby granted, thal) have all the neceflay 
Privileges to fettle themfelves.in the Place call’d Vin- 
dole, otherwife the old or new Port Royal, a Coun- 
try producing all Sorts ot’ Fruits, and abounding with 
freih Waters, which may ferve for wathing Wool and 
Silks; and having in the Neighbourhood pleafant 
Mountains and Forefts, which may fupply them with 
Fuel and Timber for Building of Hou 
We notify likewife unto them, and affure fuch 
who will fettle in our Harbours in the <Adriatick Sea, 
that we will not only grant them our Imperial Flag, 
but alfo our Paffes, and all reafonable Requefts they 
thal] make to our Aulick Chamber. We promife out 
felves, that foreign Powers will refpect our-Flag and 
Vafles; but in cafe our faid Subjetts receive any Diftur- 
bance and Moleftation on the Part of the faid foreign 
Powers, we aflure them, that we will intespote sv" 
elva. 
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;, and proce, by all poffible Means, a due Re- 
ae. and Satisfaction fir the Damages the Owners 
nd Mafters -of Ships fhall receive, or revetige the 
Wrongs they fhall fuftain on their Part. fe {hail 
fvourably give due Attention to the Propofals that 
id before us, by fuch who fhall be difpos’d 
to engage in that Commerce under our Imperial Pro- 
tettion; and maintain them in the Poffeffion of the 
Priviledges that {hall be granted unto them. As to 
the Difputes that <7 between Merchants, we 
full procure unto them fpeedy and impartial fuftice,: 
in the fame Manner as-is practisd im other tradi 
Places: And as to Bills of Exchange, Regulations whi 
we have made for our other Dominions, and which with 
be fpeedily publith’d, thal! be likewife obferv’d in thofe 
Parts. We command the Governors of our Provinces 
and Feudatories aforefaid, to caufe the Roads leading te 
thofe Ports, to be forthwith repair'd, and fecure thene 
agsinft Highway-men and other diforderly People 5 
requiring them, at the fame Time, to protec and en~ 
courage the Manufattures fettled in our Dominions, 
and promote the fettling of fuch others as are wanted 
there; promifing extraordinary Privileges to fuch 
foreign Artificers and other ‘Workmen, who will 
fettle in our faid’ Dominions, according to their re- 
ffeftive Arts and Callings: For fuch is our Pleafixe.

The War between the Venetians and the Turks, 


N the 26th of May Signior Lodovico Flangini, 
Captain Extraordinary of the Fleet of the Re- 
publick, fail’d from. Zire with 27 Ships of the Line, 
(which ‘were difpos’d into 3 Divifions or Squadrons) 
befides Firefhips and other Veffels. On the oth of 
June he anchor'd at 4 Tiland Lewnos, where - -_ 
° ntelil- 
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Intelligence, that five Days before, the Turki Fleet 
came to Anchor between the firft and fecond Caiftles 
of the Dardamelles,; on the Coaft of fia. Hereupon, 
headvanc’d on the 8th to Jmbro, within fix Leagues 
of the Dardanelles, and within View of the Infidels ; 
who on the roth ftood towards the Venetian Fleet, 
which prepar’d to receive them, but a violent Wind 
rifing, the two Fleets were kept afunder, and_failin 
different Courfes, loft Sight of each other ’till the r2th, 
when the Venetians came to an Anchor at Imbro, as 
did the Turks onthe European Coaft, five Leagues from 
that Ifland: The later happening to have the Ad- 
vantage of the Wind, got under fail, and bore down 
upon the Venetians, with 37 Sultana’s and fevenl 
other Veffels. The firft Attack was made by 8 Sul 
tana’s on the Rear-Divifion of the Venetians, which 
was under Signior Marco Antonio Diedo, who ws 
the next in Command to Signior Flangini, by the Title 
of Captain-Ordinary, and who recerv’d the Enemy 
with great Bravery. . His two Seconds were the Co- 
lombe and the St.Loyenzo ; the former after an Hour and 
half’s Engagement, ‘had like to have been funk oy 
two heavy Shot, but the Damage was repair'd, an 
the ferv’d in the Linein the other Actions afterwards. 
Signior Diedo funk one of the Enemy’s Firedhips, 
and forc’d the Sultana’s that had attack’d him, to 
retire. Soonafter this Attack upon the Rear-Divi- 
fion was begun, the Captain Bafla, or Admiral of 
the Turks, with teveral Sultana’s, engag’d Signior Flan- 
gini’s Ship, which being well fuftain’d by thofe thi 
were near her inthe Line, the Turkifh Admiral was 
beaten off; but im a little Time he fell with the whole 
Fleet of the Ostomans on the Head or Van of the 
Venetian Line, which maintain’d a Fight of fome 
Hours with fach Refolution, that the Turks were forc'd 
to make off. This Engagement began about two 
Hours before Sun-fet, and held ‘till three Hours after 
Signior Flangini order’d the Fleet to ply that Nightt0 
the Weftward, in.hopes of coming up again with the 
Enemy, and atracking them with the ‘Advantage of 
the Wind. Onthe 13th in the Afternoon he came 
in Sight of them about five Leagues off Lemnos, whet 
their Number appear’d to be three Sultana’s lef{s than 
the Day before:-The Wind favouring the Turks, they 
approach’d the Venetian Fleet, and feven of their Sul- 
tana’s attack’d Signior Diedo’s own Ship a - St. 
OYENZ0y 
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Lorenzo, which were a little diftant from the Line ; 
and they might have fuffer’'d by the Enemies Superi- 
ority, had not Signior Flangini attack’d and come in 
to hs Refcue ; upon which the Turks retir'd. The 
two congo Days the two Fleets kept plying moft- 
within Sight of each other ; and on the roth the 
Turks, having again the Advantage of the Wind, at- 
tack’d the Venetians, and the Engagement became 
general, and very bloody; but after five Hours Adi- 
on, tho’ the Zurks had the Wind, and ‘twas then fe- 
veral Hours to Night, the ftood away for Lemnos. 
juftas they were retiring, gi nior Flangini was fhot in 
the Neck with a Mufquet-Ball, which taking away 
his Senfes, he inftantly dropt on the Deck, and was 
tong to be dead ; but in a little Time coming to 
himielf, he fent for Signhior Diedo to come on Board 
his Ship, and take DireSticns from him for the Con- 
dut of the Fleet. The Venetians kept in the Station 
where the Engagement had been, ’till the 18th in the 
Morning, the Turks not appearing ; and then it was 
refoly’'d to go to St. Zorzi di Schiro, but the Wind 
coming contrary, and growing violent, it_ was judg’d 
convenient to make to Terma, there torefit, to wait 
for Supplies of Ammunition, a very great Quantity 





laving been confum’d in the feveral Engagements, 
and to be join’d bythe Auxiliaries and the hippies Ships 


ot the Fleet under Signior Pifani, Captain-General of 
the Sea. On the 22d in the Morning two Ships were 
difcover’d, which ’twas believ’d were the toremoft of 
the Enemies Fleet, but it prov’d otherwife: However, 
on this Alarm, and Expectation ofa new Engagement, 
Signior Flaugini order’d’ his Attendants to carry him 
upon the Deck, that he might fee the Action. Bur 
he was then in {0 weak a Condition, that foon after 
he was brought up, and plac’d on the Deck, he ex- 
fu. The Turkifs Fleet {uffer'd extreamly in this laft 
ngagement ; feven of their Sultana’s had their Mafts 
fhot down, and others were much damag’d, particu- 
larly their Admiral’s own Ship, which was tow’d off 
by two Gallies.. Among the wounded of Diftinction 
on the Venetian Side, were, the Nobles Se ate Marco 
Flangini, Nephew of the Caprain-Extraor inary, and 
Sgiuor Zuanne Morofini, both Volunteers ; and feveral 
cers. The whole Number of their kill’d and 
wounded was reckon’d ta be about 1500 Men. This 
ig the Account the ne thought fit to give . 
O2 6 
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of thefe Engagements ; for the good Succefs whereof, 
the Senate caus’d publick Thanfgivings and Rej ycings 
to be madeas for a compleat Vittory ; asthe Tks did 
likewife. Who had thecleareft Title to it, the Ra- 
der may judge by what follows. 

There happen’d another Engagement between the 
two Fleets ; and this was on the Coaft of the Mores, 
nearer the Mouth of the dériatick Gulph, than that 
of the Arches, where the firft Engagements were; 
which gives a fhrewd Sufpicion, that the Venetis 
had no great Reafon to make Rejoycings for them, 
fince ’tis evident that the Turks were in the beft Con- 
dition to fight after the firft Engagements, becaufe 
they follow’d the Venetians to attack them again, which 
they did on the roth of Fuly, and were then the 
Aggreflors, as er had been before. This Fight hap- 
gen d in the Gulph between the Ifland of Cerigo and 
the Cape.of Matapan, being the moft Southern Point 
of the Coaft of the Morea. 

For fome Time we were amus’d, by Letters from 
Venice, with a formal Story of a compleat Vidor 
obtain’d by the Venetian Fleet over that of the Tuts, 
and the Account we had was flourifhd with thee 
Particulars: That the Senate had receiv’d Advice 
from Signior Capello, by the Way of Ocranto, import: 
ing, that the Venetian Fleet had been again engagl 
with the Turks in the Gulph of Afodon, which hap 
pen'd as follows: Their Captain-General Pifani ln- 
ving Intelligence over Night, that fix Saicks, convoy'd 
by two Sultana's, laden with Ammunition, and 
ving a Body of ft roops on Foard, were to fail the next 
Morning from the Morea to join their Fleet, caus’d 
that of the Republick to fajl in order to intercept 
them ; that accordingly early the next Morning they 
came in Sight of the faid Convoy, who feeing the 
Venetian Fleet, fteer’d diredtly into the midft of them, 
miftaking them for their own: That the Venetians f- 
ring their Guns by Way of Triumph for this Booty, 
the Turkifh Fleet, which was lying at Anchor undef 
Cerigo, hearing the Fire, cut their Cables, and mae 
all the Sail they could to get away, but were purfi'd 
by the Venetians, with whom thirteen Sultana’s that 
were feparated from the reft of their Fleet, - fell in, 
and were all either taken or deftroy'd; and laftly, that 
the Captain-General Pifani was in Purfuit of the “ 
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of the Ottoman Fleet, not without Hopes of deftroy- 
in on all likewife. 

his went current for about a Fortnight, when on 
afudden this glorious News was dath’d all to Pieces 
by an Account of this Action written to the Senate 
by Signior Pifani himfelf; and-then it appear’d that 
the Report of the fix Saicks being taken, the 13 Sul- 
tana’s am feparated, &c. were meer Fictions, with- 
out the leait Glimmering of Truth to ground thofe 
Stories upon. The true p rela of this laft Action is 
as follows: 

Fhe Captain-General Pifani fail’d from Corfu on the 
8th of July, with the Portugenfe, Maltefe, and other 
Auxiliaries, together with the light Part of the Ve- 
netian Fleet, to join the Men of War, who after 
having fuffer’d pretty much in the firft Engagements, 
were retir'd to Zermis, under the Command of Signi- 
or Diedo, whom the Senate had appointed their Cap- 
tain-Extraordinary, inthe Room of Signior Flangini, 
who was kill’d. Thefe two Fleets being join’d, made 
together a Fleet of 43 Men of War oF the Line, 23 





Gallies, 6 Firefhips, 2 Bomb-Veflels, and 12 Tenders. 
The Turkifp Fleet having on the 17th weigh’d from 
Napoli di Malvafa, under the Command of Ibrahim 


Gevil Oglan, Captain-Bafla or Admiral, (whom fome 
will have to be Ralph Benfgn, an Englifh Boatfwain 
of a Merchant-Ship, who being taken into Slavery 
fome Years ago, had turn’d Turk, and advanc’d him- 
felf to that high Poft) upon the Advice they had re- 
ceiv'd over-land, that the Venetians were upon the 
Coaft, ftood to Sea in Search of then, On the rth 
in the Morning the two Fleets met in the Gulph of 
Colchina, The Turks having form’d their Line, had 
the Gulph or Bay on_their Starboard-Side, and the 
Iile of Cerigo on their Stern. The Venetians were lyin 
in the Gulph, with Cape Metapan on their Stern, an 
the Land on their Larboard-Side; but foon atter they 
drove farther into the Bay. The Turks having the 
Weather-gage, drove dire@tly down on the Venetians. 
The Attack begun about feven in the Morning, and 
was fuftain’d by the Chriftian Fleet with great Firm. 
nefs for fix Hours, chiefly by the j asia and Mal- 
tefe Men of War, who fought very bravely. In the 
Heat of the Action the Algerines and Tripolins, fing- 
ling out the Chriftian Gallies, feil on them with great 
Fury, and divided them entirely from the Fleet, en- 
deavouring 
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deavouring to drive them on the Shore of the Morea, 
where they muft have perifh’d or been made Prifoners ; 
but a fudden Squaw] of Wind rifing, oblig’d the 
Turks to ftand off for more Sea-room, ‘and gave the 
Gallies the Opportunity of fheering away, and to 
get off by the Help of their Oars: In fhort, they 
crofs’d the Gulph to the Eaftward, and made the Ifle 
of Cerigo, where they would have ftay’d to take in 
freth Water ; but hearing that the Zurkif Frigats were 
in Purfuit of them, they ftood away to the South- 
ward, to make the Ifland either of Maltha or Sicis 
ly : Yn order to which, they fteer’d for Candia, and 

fling by that Ifland, were making out to the 
Main Sea for Maltha when on the 22d (for % 
Jong they had been wandering that Way) a terri- 
ble Storm ro’e from the South Eaft, which fepa- 
rated them enti‘ely, every one thifting for them- 
felves. In this Diftrefs, the Order for the general 
Rendezvous being at Zimte, moft of them made 
thither, after having been nine Days toft about, 
and in a miferable Condition; but ’tis not known 
what is become of fome of them. Mean while the 
Men of War who were left engag’d, fell into Con- 
fufion. The Portuguefe and Maltefe fought with 
great Courage, and fuftain’d the Fire of above thirty 
Sultana’s together ; while the Venetian Men of War 
kept at a Diftance, and being without their Captain- 
General, (for Signior Pifani was on Board the Gal- 
lies} made but forry Work on’t, and at length fe- 
parated and fled. Two of them, viz. the Margue- 
vita and Triumphant Lyon, were funk, and moft of 
the Tenders tell into the Hands of the Turks. The 
Men of War being thus fcatter’d, fhifted away for 
Corfu ; and the Auxiliary Squadrons, tho’ they gave 
over the Fight, yet they kept better together, and 
the next Day, without acquainting the Venetians with 
their Refolutions, fail’d away for their own Coun- 
tries. Thus this War at Sea feems to be at an End for 
the prefent. At Land, nothing confiderable has pafs'd 
between either Party this Campaign, which is the 
more furprizing, becaufe the Zurks had very much 
weaken’d their Forces on that Side, to ftrengthen their 
Army in Hungary; of which the Venetians, neverthe- 
lefs, made but little Advantage, 
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FRANCE. 


N our Reiter N° VI, we took Notice of the Con- 
| troverfy between the Princes of the Blood, and 
the Legitimated Sons of the late King. This Con- 
troverly arofe to a great Height, and occafion’d many 
Memorials and Petitions Son both Parties to the 
King, the Regent, and the Parliament of Paris, 
which will not come within the Bounds of this 
Volume; and therefore we ihall only acquaint our 
Readers, that the Duke Regent fearing the ill Con- 
fequences of leaving this Affair any longer undeter- 
mind, thought fit to interpofe the Royal Authority 
to decide the Difpute, which was accordingly done 
by the King’s Edict, regifter'd in Parliament in_ fly 
laf. It begins with a Recital of the Tenour of the 
late King’s Edict of July 1714, and his Declaration 
of May 1 ais which-cenferr’d on the Duke du Murine 
and the Count de Touloufe, all the Privileges and 
Honours of Princes of the Blood, and made them 
and their Heirs capable of the Succeflion to the 
Crown, on Failure of the lawful Princes of the 
Houfe of Bourbon.. It takes Notice, that after the 
Death cf the late King, the Duke of Bourbon, the 
Count de Charolois, and. the Prince of Conti, did by a 
Petition to his  bicy Majefty and feveral fubfequerit 
Memorials, infift upon the Revocation of the faid 
Edi&t and Declaration. And that on the other Hand 
the Duke du Maine and the Count de Touloufe, did by 
feveral Memorials affert the Rights given them by the 
late King ; and not only petition’d his Majefty, either 
to defer the Decifion of this Affair *till he came to 
Majority, or, if he fhould think fit to determine it 
in his Minoi » to take firft the Opinion of the 
States of the Ka dom, lawfully affembled ; but de- 
liver’d to the Parliament a Petition and Proteftation 
to the fame Effe&t ; which laft Proceeding the Parlia- 
ment laid before his Majefty, in order to receive his 
Pleafure thereupon. And then the Edict goes on in 
the following Words. ‘* Thus we fee with Concern, 
that the Difpofition which the late King, our moft 
€ honour’d Lord and Great Grandfather, had made, 
“as he himfelf declares by his Edict of Fuly 1714, 


«¢ for 
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“ for preventing the Calamities and Troubles which 
ye aie hereafter happen in this Kingdom, in cafe 
“¢ of Failure of all the Princes of his Royal Blood 
*€ is become, contrary to his Intentions, the Grouud 
“ of a prefent Conteft between the Princes of our 
“ Blood, and the Legitimated Princes ; the Effects of 
** which begin to be felt, and which the Welfare 
“ of the State requires thould be fupprefs’d in its 
“ Birth. We hope that God, who has preferv’d the 
“ Houfe of France for fo many Ages, and has in 
*¢ all Times given it fuch fignal Marks of his Prote- 
« Sion, will not be lefs favourable to it for the Fu- 
“ ture; but that, upholding it as long as the Monar- 
“¢ chy endures, he will by his Goodnefs avert the Evil, 
« which the late King defign’d to provide againft, 
« But if the French Nation fhould ever be under 
© that Misfortune, the Nation itfelf would have 
** the Right to redrefs it by the Wifdom of its own 
« Choice: And fince the fundamental Laws of our 
“ Kingdom, put us in a happy Want of Power to 
« alienate the Domains of our Crown, we count it 
“ our Glory to acknowledge that we are yet lefs at 
« Liberty to difpofe of our Crown itfelf: We know 
“ ‘tis ours only for the Good and Welfare of the 
State, and confequently that the State alone would 
« have Right to difpofe of it in a difmal Exigency ; 
“ the forming any Profpe& of which is painful to 
our ia 3 and we fee the Imagination only of it 
‘¢ afflicts them. We think therefore that we owe to 
“ a Nation fo faithfully and inviolably devoted to 
“ the Family of their Kings, the Juftice not to prevent 
® the Ele&tion, which it would belong to them to 
“* make, fhould this Misfortune happen ; and tor this 
“ Reafon we have judg’d it needlefs to confult them 
*¢ on this Occafion, when we are acting only for 
“ them, in sereking a Difpofition, upon which they 
“ were not confulted ; our Intention being to fecute 
« to them all their Rights, and prevent even their 
“ Withes, as we fhould always have thought our 
« felves oblig’d to do, for maintaining the publick 
*¢ Order, tho’ the Princes of our Royal Blood had . 
“ made no Reprefentations to us. But after having 
« taken Care of the Interefts and Laws of the State, 
« and after having declar’d, that we own no other 
« Princes of our Blood, but thofe who being law- 


“ fully defcended from Kings, may- themfelves be- 
* come 
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“come Kings, we think we may alfo have a fa- 
« yourable Regard to the Pofleflion which our moft 
« dearand moft belov’d Uncles the Duke du Maine 
« and the Count de Toulou/fe, are in of the new Ho- 
« nours which they have enjoy’d in our Parliament 
« fince the Edict of Fuly 17145 the Continuance of 
« which, during their Lives, may be the lefs envy'd 
“them, becaufe the Favour we grant them, is found- 
“ ed on a Motive fo peculiar and fingular in their 
“ Cafe, that it cannot be drawn into Confequence. 
« "Tis upon this Confideration that we yield with 
« Pleafure to the Impulfes of our Affection for Prin- 
“ ces who fo well deferve it by their perfonal Quali- 
« ties, and’ by their Attachment to us.” For thefe 
Caufes his Majefty revokes and annuls the before- 
mention’d Edict of July 1414, and Declaration of 
May 1715 ; yet allowing the Duke du Maine and the 
Count de Touloufe, during their Lives, the Honours 
they enjoy in Parliament, but forbidding the ftyling 
themfelves, or being ftyled Princes of thie leat, 
and referving to himfelf the declaring at what Time 
the Prince of Dombes and the Count d’ Eu, the two 
Sons of the Duke du Maine, thall have Seffion in Par- 
= and what Honours fhall be allow’d them 
ere, 

This is the Purport of the Edict that had been fo 
long expected, and fo earneftly infifted upon by the 
Princes of the Blood, who neverthelefs were not en- 
tirely fatisfy’d with it ; for to declare, faid they, that 
the Baftard Princes are no Princes of the Blood, and 
to order at the oy that they ihall enjoy the 

Honours due only to that Rank, is a feeming Contra- 

diaion, and not eafily to be accounted for. This E- 

di&, however, ihews that Lewis XIV intrench’d on 
> the fundamental Laws of the Nation, by taking up- 

on him to difpofe of the Sutceflion to the Crown; 

and we have in this Affair a remarkable Inftance o 

the Vainnefs of human Prudence and Forefight, for 

that Prince had taken fo many Precautions for uni- 
ting all the Branches of the Family of Bourbon, by In- 
termarriages and other Bands, that he had Reafon 
to believe their Union cemented eyen beyond a Pofli- 
bility of Divifion ; but the very Day alter his De- 
ceafe, the Sarto broke out, and tho’ it was filenc’d 
forfome Time by the Prudence of the Regent, yet it 
Was again fo warmly reviv’d, that it produc’d at

lait this Edig&t, which forbids the Legitimated Sons of 
the Jate King to take the Title of Princes of the 
Blood, and declares them incapable to fucceed to the 
Crown; tho everal Inftinces might be produc’d 
to fhew, that in the firft and fecond Race of the 
Kings of France, that is, from Clovis down to Augh 
Capet, Baftards were fometimes call’d to the Crown, as 
‘well as the lawful Iffue of thofe Kings; nor even in 
the third Race are they excluded from the Succeffion, 
by any pofitive Law for that purpofe; tho’ the Cuftom 
has fince been not to fuffer the natural Children of 
their Kings to fucceed to the Crown, even in cafe'of 
Failure of lawful Princes. 

The other Tranfactions in France are not of much 
Moment, except only that of the Conftitution Unige- 
nitus; but as that Affair began feveral Years ago, be- 
fore we undertook to publith this Colleétion, and 
being befides too voluminous for us to infert, we 
fhall forbear fpeaking of it, at leaft not "till it comes 
to he decided ; of which at prefent there is but little 
Profpect.

In our laft Regiffer (page 189) we gave you an Ab- 
frat of the Treaty of Triple Alliance between 
Great Britain, France, and Holland, to which we will 
hereadd a feparate Article, fign’d and ratify’d between 
France and Holland only. 


7Hereas in the Vth Article of the Treaty of 

' Alliance concluded this Day between the moft 
ferene the moft Chriftian King, the moft ferene King 
of Great Britain, and the high and mighty Lords the 
States-General of the united Provinces, there is an 
Agreement for 4 mutual Guaranty for the Execution 
of all the Conditions mention’d in the fame Article, 


and likewife for maintaining and een of all

the eres Provinces, States, Rights, Immuni- 
ties, and Advantages which each of the faid Allies 
refpectively ihall really poffef§ at the Time of fign- 
ing this Alliance ; the under-written Embaffadors 
Ex@aordinary and Plenipotentiaries of his moft = 
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ftian Majefty, and the Deputies and Plenipotentiaries 
of the faid Lords the States-General, have ftipulared, 
That without any manner of Derogation from the 
firt Article of this Alliance, according to which, there 
{hall be an inviolable Peace, and a firict Alliance be- 
tween their faid Majefties, and the faid Lords the 
States-General, their Dominions and Subjeés as well 
within Europe as out of it; the Guaranty ftipulated 
inthe Vth Article of this fame Treaty, thall not take 
Place in regard of his moft-Chriflian Majefty and 
the Lords the States-General, but only for the Domi- 
nions and Poffeflions which they have refpectively in 
Europe ; which is alfo to be underftood of the Suc- 
cours ftipulared and promis’d mutually in the VIth 
Article of this Treaty ; which Succours fhall alfo be 
limited within Europe with refpeét to his moft Chrifti- 
an Majefty, and the Lords the States-General. 

This prefent feparate Article’ fhall be of the fame 
Force, as if it were inferted Word for Word in the 
Treaty, and fhall be ratify’d at the fame Time with 
the Treaty, and the Ratifications thal] alfo be ex- 
chang’dat the fame Time with thofe of the Trea- 





ty.

Minent among the great Princes of the Belief of 
Jefus, moft powerful among the moft puiffant 
Princes of the Mefiah, Mediators of the Differences 
ie principal Sovereigns of the Chriftian Na- 
tion, Lords of Honour and Power, and Pofleffors of

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confiderable Countries, the States-General of the U- 
nited Provinces, may it be well with you. When 
this fublime Imperial Teftimony thall be come unto 

ou, we make known, that the moft famous Ottoman 
a, and his fublime Porte, by the Grace of Al- 
mighty God, and the Benediftion of his greateft Pro- 

het Mahomet, Muftapha, €5c. is the Refuge and the 
Aroceftion of the moit puiffant Kings and Princes, 
always fill’d with Sincerity and Amity. Your fincere 
and friendly Letter, tranilated according to Cuftom 
into our Language, has been prefented to our moft 
fublime Imperial Throne, by our Grand Vifier Gelie 
Pafcia. We have found it fill’d with Teftimonies of 
a fincere Amity, and have feen by, its Contents, that 
heretofore, while you were in Difunion, War, and 
Enmity with the Inhabitants of Barbary and the 
French, one of your Captains nam’d S2mp/on, met 
and took upon the Sea a French Bark, which had been 
Jaden with Merchandize in the Port of dexandria; 
whereupon two Perions who call’d themfelves the 
Frocurators of the Merchants of Egypr, came into yout 
Country, accompany d by another on the Part of the 
Captain fafcia Ofman, to reclaim the Cargo of the 
faid bark, Which Affair having been alfo reprefent- 
ed to our happy Seat by the Count de Colliers, yout 
Embafiadar, has been remitted to the Captain Pafcia, 
who having, in the Prefence of all the Officers of our 
Asfenal, examin’d it,found that the Pretenfions form’d 
upon that Affair by the pretended Merchants of 
Egypt, were deftitute of all available Proofs, and de- 
clar’d their Demand null, as tending only to acquise 
Gvods by unjuft Ways. Upon this Affair, thus dif- 
cover d and reprefented, it has been order'd, that. for 
the Future, no Injury, or the leaft Vexation {hall 
be offer’d to your faid Embaflador, nor to your Mer- 
chants, or other of your Subjects, concerning that 
Affair, nor any Profecution in Juflice upon that Sub- 
ject. But that if fuch Sort. of People come again, to 
produce the like falie Pretenfions, they thall be fent 
back to our Imperial Divan, to have this Anfwer re- 
mitted to them: Whereupon the neceffary Orders 
have been already given, 

Moreover, it having been reprefented by your Em- 
baffador, that the Regency. of Algiers has committed 
Violences and Hoftilities againft. your Conful,. your 
Merchants, and other Perfons. who dwell there, con-

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trary tothe Tenor of the Imperial Capitulation, by 

llaging them, and taking away their Goods an? 

fects ; it is order’d thereupon, That all the faid 
Goods and Effects pillag’d and taken away from the 
faid Conful, Merchants; or other of your Subjetts, 
thall be re-deliver’d and reftor’d according to Lawand 
Juftice, the Ships taken reftor’d to their Proprietors, 
thofe that have been made Slaves, and others of your 
Subjects, fet at Liberty and reimburs’d the Damages 
they have fuftain’d, and the Conful reftor’d, as in Time 

ft, to his Employment, with Order to keep him 
rom all Danger, or Apprehenfion of it; that no 
Infraction be made of the Imperial Capitulation, by 
the like Attempts for the future: To which End it has 
been exprefsly order’d,under our Imperial Signature,to 
the Pafcia, Governors, Dey, Aza of the Janifaries, and 
others Officers of Algiers, to render prompt Obedi- 
ence thereunto. And this Letter of our Imperial Ma- 
jefty has been written, in the Hopes we have in Al- 
imi bry God, that the Articles of the Capitulations 

ranted in the Time of our Lord and Father, of glo- 
rious’ Memory, and.ofour glorious Anceftors, whofe 
Souls are in Repofe with the Almighry, thal] he main- 
taind according to their Tenor, and in like Manner 
honour’d and refpected for the Time to come on both 
Sides, to.the End that your Merchants, and others of 
your Subjects trading in our Dominions, under the Pro- 
tection of our Imperial Majefty, going and returning 
in Peace and Quietnefs, may enjoy, the Fruits of their 





Labours. And after all this ihall be come to your 
Knowledge, we falute thofe who walk in the nght

The Sultan: himfelf writ a circular Letter to the three 
Republicks of digier, Tunis, and Tripoli, onthe Sub- 
ject of their renewing the Treaty of Peace with the 
States-General, which is on the Point of expiring. 
The Copy of this Letter was brought to the Hague 
in duguff laft by the Secretary of Mr, Collier, their 
5 h-Mightineffes Embaffador at the Porte, and is as 
allows, 


W E &c. are credibly, intorm’d; that you 
make Difficulty of prolonging the Peace 
which you have with the.moft high and mighty Lords 
the States of Holland, whofe boutdle& Government 
: extends 
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extends thro’ fo many vaft and confiderable. States, 
which being fo rich and formidable, have not their 
Equal either by Sea or Land, It is therefore that we, 
ec, exprefsly will and ordain, That you renew and 
confirm without Delay, with thofe moft high and 
mighty Lords, the Peace, in fuch a Manner as may be 
convenient to them, upon Fain, in Cafe of Failure, 
of our Indignation. And in cafe you ithall refufe to 
follow our Example towards thofe mighty Lords, with 
whom we have concluded a perpetual Peace, we ihall 
be oblig’d to look upon you as an Enemy of our moft 
high Friends, who pofleis fuch vaft and diftant Do- 
minions, For thefe Caufes we promife our felves, 
that you are difpos’d to preferve conjoimly with us, 
the Fiiendihip of thofe high Lords, €9’c. 





In our former Reziffers we took Notice of the Mit’ 
underftanding between the Elector of Cologn and the 
States-General of the United Provinces, congering 
the Demolition of the Fortifications of Bon, Huy, a 
the Citadel of Liege. The Emperor interpos’d to re- 
concile this Difference; and the Baron de Heems, his 
Imperial Majefty’s Envoy at the Hague, having had 
many Conferences with the Deputies of their High- 
Mightinefles, at length brought that Affair to an a- 
micable Coniclufion; the chief Articles of which 
were, 1. That his Electoral Highnefs fhould write a 
Letter to the States-General, to excufe the Affront 
offer’d them by the Ufage given to their Troops that 
were in Garrifon at Bom. z. That the States thould 
be oblig’d to withdraw their Garrifons from the Ci- 
tadels of Huy and Liege; and that the Fomifications 
of thofe Places fhould be demolith’d. 3. That the 
Elector of Cologn, as Bithop of Liege, ihould re- 
nounce all Pretenfions to the Fort of St. Peer before 
Mazftvicht, and that all the Fortifications of this laft 
Place fhould remain intire. In Confideration of which, 
the Elector,on his Part,{hould not be oblig’d to demo- 
lith the Works of the City of Bon. 

We will conclude the Affairs of this Country with 
a remarkable Piece of Juftice done by the Czar of 
Mbfcovy, in regard to Great Britain. The Cafe was 
as follows. A Rufizn Man of War being Convoy 
to fome Merchant Ships coming from Copenhagen, ha- 
ving met in the North Sea, a Scotch Ship of 150 Tuns, 
nam’d the Concord, coming from Gottemberg, and going 

to 
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to England, feiz’d the faid Veflel, and brought her in- 
tothe Texel, on Pretence that fhe had double Bills of 
Lading, one of which was for Count Gyllenborg, who, 
as the Ruffin Captain pretended, had fent her trom 
England laden with Corn, to Gorzemberg, from whence 
ihe was now ‘returning with a Cargo of Iron. As 
foon as the Britifh Minifter Mr. Whitworth was in- 
form'd of this Affair by the Mafter of the Scorch 
Veffel, he prefented a Memorial to the States-General, 
defiring them to caufe the faid Ship to be releas‘d. 
The Rufian Captain, on the other Hand, infifted that 
fhe was good Prize, in regard that ihe went to carry 
Corn to Sweden without Permiflion of the Admiralty 
of Great Britain, and only with the Pafiport of 
Baron Gortz. Toall which the Scotch Matter reply'd, 
That it was not true that he had double Bills of La 
ding; and as to the Paffport of Baron Gortz, he took 
it from Count GyHenborg when he came from England, 
to fecure himfelt from being expos’d to the Swedif 
Privateers. The States General, fearing to give Of- 
tence to either Party, referr’d Mr. Whitworth’s Memo- 
rial to the States of the Province of Holland ;_ but be- 
fore they had determin’d it, the Czar himfelf took 
Cognizance of the. Matter, and not only order’d 





the Rufian Captain to releafe the Ship, but, by Way 
of Satisfaction, to convoy her fafe to the Coait of 
England. 


It may perhaps be expected that we fhould fay fome- 
thing of the Hoftilities begun by the King of Spain 
againft the Emperor, by attacking the Ifland of Sar- 
dinia, but we being itill in the Dark as to that Affair, 

urpofely omit it ’till we can {peak of it with greater 
ertainty.
